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(54) HAND HELD ADAPTOR FOR SMALL SIZED RADIO EQUIPMENT 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE : To restart talking in a short period even when a 
charge battery is completely depleted by connecting battery 
terminals to a radio equipment main body to start charging when 
the radio equipment main body is fitted to a case thereby 
connecting transmission and reception terminals. 
CONSTITUTION: A case 1 provided with a recessed part used to 
removably fit and accommodate a small sized radio equipment 
main body 2 to itself in which a removable handset is removed 
from a handset terminal and a chargeable battery is loaded is 
provided with a charger section and a handset section. When the 
small sized radio equipment main body 2 is accommodated to the 
recessed part of the case 1, terminals of a battery 3 are connected 
to the charger section to start charging and handset terminals are 
connected to the handset section to attain talking in the charging 
state. Thus, the user of the small sized radio equipment acquires wider application forms in addition to 
those of a conventional system and a radio wave is used even during the charging of the battery 3, then 
the efficiency of the battery is improved, the economy is improved and the operation convenience by the 
user is extended.

[Claim(s)] 
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[Claim l] In the case where the crevice for inserting in the body of a small walkie-talkie with which the 
headset which can be detached and attached freely was removed from the headset terminal, and it was 
equipped with the cell which can be charged free [ attachment and detachment ], and holding it was 
prepared When a part for a charge vessel part and a headset part are prepared and said body of a small 
walkie-talkie is held in the crevice of this case, The handheld computer adapter for small walkie-talkies 
constituted so that the terminal of said cell is connected to a part for said charge vessel part, charge might 
be started, said headset terminal might be connected to said headset part and it could talk over the 
telephone in the state of charge. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the pocket form (handheld computer) adapter used for 
the small walkie-talkie which can talk over the telephone only when fixed mounting of the headset is not 
carried out at the body of a small walkie-talkie but the headset in which desorption is free is connected 
from the outside. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, the cell used for a portable small walkie-talkie has many 
attachment-and-detachment-type charge mold cells, and when a cell is turned off, it is charged with the 
battery charger which removed the cell and was separately prepared from the body. Moreover, the thing 
of the structure which the body and the headset of external connection separated is in a small 
walkie-talkie, and there are some to which a message becomes possible only after connecting a headset 
from the outside. There is a model by which various development was carried out in this headset, and 
there are that with which a helmet is equipped, a thing to apply to a neck, a thing stopped and used for a 
breast. 

[0003] Drawing 4 is the explanatory view showing the conventional example of a configuration. A headset 
4 is attached in a helmet, the connector 6 at the tip of a connecting cord is connected to the socket 5 of the 
body 2 of a walkie-talkie, the pocket of clothes or the belt of trousers is equipped with the body 2 of a 
walkie-talkie, and a message is performed. 3 is an attachment-and-detachment type cell pack. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] There is un-arranging [ which is that the message was 
interrupted by the walkie-talkie of the above and the conventional structure with as when a cell was 
turned off during a message and there was no cell / finishing / charge ]. A cell pack is removed from a 
walkie-talkie after message interruption, and a message cannot be resumed while ******(i n g) a cell with 
a battery charger. The present condition is that the equipment for solving such un-arranging is not put in 
practical use yet. 

[0005] The purpose of this invention is to offer the handheld computer adapter of the small walkie-talkie 
which can resume a message in a short time, even if the cell of the portable small walkie-talkie of the 
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above configurations is turned off. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The handheld computer adapter of this invention in the case where the 
crevice for inserting in the body of a small walkie-talkie with which the headset which can be detached 
and attached freely was removed from the headset terminal, and it was equipped with the cell which can 
be charged free [ attachment and detachment ], and holding it was prepared When a part for a charge 
vessel part and a headset part are prepared and said body of a small walkie-talkie is held in the crevice of 
this case, It is characterized by constituting so that the terminal of said cell is connected to a part for said 
charge vessel part, charge may be started, said headset terminal may be connected to said headset part 
and it can talk over the telephone in the state of charge. 
[0007] 

[Example] Drawing 1 is the perspective view showing the example of this invention, and drawing 2 is the 
circuit block diagram. The handheld computer adapter of this invention makes a summary the 
configuration with which the amount of [ the part which plays the role of a headset, and / which charge ] 
charge vessel part was united. 

[0008] Drawing 1 shows the condition of having inserted in and equipped the case 1 of the handheld 
computer adapter of this invention with the body 2 of a walkie-talkie. When it equips with the body 2 of a 
walkie-talkie, the headset part equipped with the loudspeaker 7 and the microphone 8 is connected by 
connectors 11 and 5, and a part for the charge vessel part equipped with the charge circuit 10, the charge 
light 9, and AC100V socket 14 is connected to a rechargeable battery 3 by connectors 12 and 13. If the AC 
code is connected to AC100V socket 14 and AC100V are supplied, a walkie-talkie will operate 
immediately and a message will become possible. The condition of actually being used is explained below. 
[0009] Now, a cell is turned off and a walkie-talkie serves as use impossible. Then, the headset of a helmet 
is removed from the body 2 of a walkie-talkie, and the case 1 of the handheld computer adapter of this 
invention is equipped with a body. Next, the plug socket of AC100V is inserted and the charge to a cell is 
started. A walkie talkie becomes this and coincidence usable as a handheld computer mold. However, it is 
necessary to add some amelioration to the conventional attachment-and-detachment type cell in this case. 
Drawing 3 is the perspective view and the electrode used when carrying out anticipated use 
conventionally is newly forming the electrode 13 for charge independently. 
[0010] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, since the user of a small walkie-talkie can acquire a larger 
use gestalt in addition until now and can use a walkie-talkie also during charge of a cell, there is 
effectiveness also in improvement in the effectiveness of a cell, and improvement in economical efficiency 
from carrying out this invention. Furthermore, width of face can be given to a user's user- friendliness.
